Outside Sports vs. Eligibility, Here Are the Rulings 


By Dr. Rhea H. Williams 
State Athletic Director 
S c h o o l administrators a n d 
coaches should during the next 
month have group meetings of 
all prospective athletes and ex­ 
plain 
to 
them 
carefully 
the 
League’s Amateur Rule, Article 
VIII, Section 8, so that no stu­ 
dent may forfeit his eligibility 
or cause a school to be deprived 
of honors through the violation 
of this rule. 
The Amateur Rule is violated 
when any pupil receives cash or 
valuable consideration for teach-

Rodeo Ruling 
Violation of the Amateur Rule 
results not necessarily from par­ 
ticipating in a rodeo event but 
from accepting cash or valuable 
consideration. In other words, a 
pupil may enter a rodeo contest 
as an individual entry and win 
the event without violating the 
amateur Rule—but if he accepts 
cash or valuable consideration he 
is in violation of this rule. 
Baseball Conditions 
A boy may participate in sum­ 
mer baseball under the following 
conditions and not violate the 
League’s Amateur Rule: 
(1) He must not play on the 
same team with any paid player 
or any player who receives valu­ 
able consideration. He can play 
against other teams which mayj 
have paid players. 
(2) He cannot receive any ex­ 
pense money of any type for 
travel, meals or lodging. 
Any 
expense money must be handled 
by the manager of the team in 
the same way that the high 


funds, and the boy must never 
receive any cash or transporta­ 
tion tickets. 
(3) Any money that may ac­ 
crue from the gate receipts or 
from any other source cannot be 
distributed among the players on 
a team without those players be­ 
coming paid players. If a high 
school boy played on this team 
he would then become ineligible

(4) It should be kept in mind 
that any collection taken up at a 
game as a result of a person hit 
ting a home run or doing any

make the player accepting this 
money a paid player, and all 
players on that team would then 
become ineligible if they were 
high school students. 
Be sure that the local man- j 
ager of any baseball team on 
which school pupils play knows 
the League’s Amateur Rule and 
will abide by it, and above all, 
that he is a man of integrity and 
honesty.

The Federal Civil Defense Ad­ 
m inistration. in an inform ative 
bulletin being distributed to all 
Regional, State and local civil 
defense organizations, has pro­ 
vided interim 
instructions 
for 
modification of 
existing 
home 
shelters and shelter designs to 
meet the hazard of radiological 
fall-out resulting from atomic or 
H-bomb attack. 
These instructions, the agen­ 
cy said, soon will be amplified 
by means of additional shelter 
inform ation being prepared 
by 
FCDA specialists. 


The interim instructions call 
attention to a technical m anual 


home shelters. W ith some mod­ 
ification, the agency 
declares, 
all of the shelters! recommended 
in the manual will give varying 
degrees of protection against ra­ 
diological fall-out.

In 
addition, these shelters will pro­ 
vide 
protection 
Against 
blast 
hazards outside of tile im m edi­ 
ate area of a bomb burst in ta r­ 
get areas, and are strongly rec­ 
ommended by FCDA for homes 
which lie 20 miles or less from 
the congested sections of large 
cities or in the vicinity of m ajor 
m ilitary installations or 
indus­ 
trial plants. 


The cost of m aterial for these 
shelters 
depending 
upon 
the 
type, will vary from I IO to 1166 
per person. 
For locations where no at­ 
tack is probable, but which may 
lie within a possible fallout area 
cheaper types of cover will give 
protection, the FCDA 
Instruc­ 
tions point out. Th IR may be ac­ 
complished by using lighter or 
less costly m aterials In the con­ 
struction of shelters described 
in the m anual with the recom­ 
mended modifications. 
W here such shelters 
are 
not 
available, a num ber of things 
can be done by the 
individual 
for self-protection. The follow­ 
ing examples are given: 
1. Existing caves or vegetable 
cellars, w here three feet or more 
of earth cover Is possible, will 
five adequate protection 
from 
fall-out. 
2. In homes with basements, 
the best protection will be af­ 
forded in those areas of the base­ 
ment with minimum exterior ex­ 
posure. Additional protection can 
be obtained by cloning off win­ 
dow wells and exterior entrances 
and by banking exposed 
walls 
with earth. 
3. In homes 
without 
base­ 
ments, areas with the least ex­ 
terior exposure, such as Inter­ 
ior bath or utility rooms, large 
closets or sim ilar areas should 
be selected. Exterior doors and 
windows should be shielded to 
the maximum 
degree 
possible 
to exclude 
contam inated 
dust 
and nuclear debris. 
4. I n 
m ulti-storied 
apart­ 
ments 
the 
basements, 
a n d 


the 
sub-basem ents 
will 
pro­ 
vide r e a s o n a b l e protection 
front fall out. If basement space 
is not available or is inadequate 
non-exterior areas on the other 
floors of the building, other than 
the top two, will give reasonable 
protection. The 
same 
general 
criteria will apply to com m er­ 
cial and office buildings. 
5. In single or two story in­ 
dustrial buildings without base­ 
ments 
a n d 
covering 
large 
ground space, areas can be se­ 
lected which are 
considerably 
removed from exterior walls. In 
such cases, false roofs or m etal 
or vood should be erected over 
the “cover areas” and exposed 
walls, windows and doors shield­ 
ed to keep out contam inated air 
borne m aterial. 
6. 
It may be necessary to 
us© many farm buildings, such 
as barns 
or 
large 
inplem ent 
sheds, for protection from fall 
out, particularly along evacua­ 
tion routes. Large dairy or live­ 
stock barns which have 
hay- 
filled lofts will provide 
som e 
protection. The same criteria as 
outlined for industrial buildings 
will apply to Implement sheds 
and other one story sheds. 
7. The central or non-exter- 
or areas of large public struc­ 
tures such as churches, schools, 
auditorium s and sim ilar 
build­ 
ings will provide reasonable cov­ 
er in case 
of 
emergency 
and 
should be further protected as 
previously described. 
W h a t 
happens 
lf 
people 
chance to be exposed to fallout 
in the open due to an unexpected 
wind shift during evacuation of 
a city? 
In such cases, FCDA says, ad­ 
equate 
cover 
against 
fall-out 
could be provided along high­ 
ways and on public grounds by 
trenching and installing culvert 
pipe or tim ber 
fram ing 
with 
earth 
cover. 
Least substantial 
cover can be obtained by open 
trenching or foxholes with tem ­ 
porary drape or other top cover. 
Open-end culverts under roads 
and highways where ends 
can 
be shielded by canvas cloth or 
even clothing could be used in 
em ergencies to decrease expos­ 
ure. 


For perons caught in the open 
or In transit where such cover 
is not available, advantage can 
be taken of deep trenches or ra­ 
vines. 
Additional 
protection 
could then be provided by dig­ 
ging caves of foxholels in 
th© 
sides and bottom s of such n a tu r­ 
al protection.

Buzz Around 


AUSTIN, May I—Flowers and 
leaves are not the only things 
that pop out when the weather 
warms up. Dr. Henry A. Holle, 
State Health Officer, says you 
can expect flies, mosquitoes, chig­ 
gers, ants and spiders; if not at 
home certainly the first time you 


go on a picnic. 
The mosquito is a fomus car­ 
rier of malaria. It’s eradication, 
both because of the discomfort of 
bites and because the bites spread 
disease, is advisable. Mosquito 
bittes itch intensely, and the 
more you scratch them the more 
they itch. The itching can be les­ 
sened if you wash the spots with 
soap and water or alcohol, and 
then apply a soothing lotion. 
Around the yard and on the 
farm mosquitoes breed in puddles 
of water by the roadside, in 
water that accumulates in fur­ 
rows, in gardens, in street gut­ 


ters and sagging house gutters. 
And they’ll make their home in 
an old can, flower pot, bottle, or 
any other place where water is 
standing. After a rain is a good 
time to look around the yard and 
empty water out of any contain­ 
ers you find. 


Such diseases as typhoid fever, 
tuberculosis and dysentery are 
known to have been spread by 
flies. It is important to protect 
the whole community from flies 
and for everyone to take mea­ 
sures to get rid of them. 


At home, put garbage in a 
metal, leak-proof can with a 
tight-fitting lid. Flies breed in 


filth and the food they find in 
and around garbage cans. If they 
get into the house, they will 
carry germs to your food, and 
even to nursing bottles and the 
mouths of babies. Good window 
screens and doors will keep flies 
outside if you teach your children 
to close the doors quickly when 
they come in or go out. The yard, 
chicken houses, stables, and other 
likely breeding places should al­ 
ways be kept clean so that flies 
cannot find food and want to stay 
around. Clean, sanitary homes, 
alleys, and places of business do 
not attract flies. 


Chigger bites are more trouble­ 


some than mosquito bites. If you 
take a bath after you have been 
exposed to them, you will wash 
off most of tho larvae before 
they burrow into the skin. Sul­ 
phur dusted on the legs and 
ankles will prevent many bites.

Very often such conditions can 
be present in an apparently nor­ 
mal car.

Small Nursery 


Needed For 


Bermudagrass 


A small nursery is the cheap­ 
est. and most practical way 
to 
start coastal Bermudagrass 
on 
the farm. 
Nurseries provide a low cost 
• supply of fresh sprigs ready for 
field-scale planting when mois­ 
ture and labor Is favorable, ex­ 
plains Paul Tapp, County Agent. 
Once well established, a nursery 
of one-third of an acre will yield 
enough sprigs to set 15 to 20 ac­ 
res. 
Sprigs for nursery 
planting 
should be 
ordered 
now, 
Tapp 
says. Nine bushels of sprigs will 
set one acre in three-foot rows 
with 18 inch spacings in 
the 
row. 
For easy harvesting, 
locate 
the nursery on sandy type soil. 
The seedbed should be well pre­ 
pared before planting, and kept 
clean 
and 
liberally 
fertilized 
during the growing season. 
If sprigs become dry, the spe­ 
cialist says soak them in water 
for several hours before plant­ 
ing. Also, it is necessary to wa­ 
ter each hill or irrigate the nur­ 
sery 
plot 
immediately 
after 
planting lf the soil is dry. 
As to the most practical me­ 
thod of planting, Tapp says open 
a shallow furrow, hand drop the 
sprigs, pack soil around them, 
cover two to three inches and 
then pack with a tractor wheel. 
Sprigs also may be set with a 
shovel or hoe. 
The nursery is ready for har­ 
vest when a solid stand has been 
obtained. 


Re-fertilize the nursery plot 
each time sprigs are harvested. 
In addition, top-dress with 
30 
pounds of nitrogen per acre ev- 
ery 30 days during the growing 
season if 
moisture 
conditions 
permit.

Underway Here

grass 
plantings 
are 
getting under way in the Bridge­ 
port area of the U pper W est 
Fork Soil Conservation D istrict, 
reports d e n L. 
Fenner, local 
W ork U nit leader of the Soil Con­ 
servation Service. 
The grasses are being planted 
on various kinds of soils and 
under 
different 
conditions 
in 
many cases. 
On the badly eroded soils of 
the 
heavy 
clay 
nature 
King 
Ranch Bluestem is most com­ 
monly used and is showing good 
results. 
The sandy bottom lands and 
the sandy soils on gentle upland 
areas have responded nicely to 
Berm udagrass. 
Some 
plantings 
of the Coastal variety of Ber­ 
muda have been made, but none 
is old enough to predict its pos­ 
sibilities. 
Blue Panic grass is probably 
the most popular of the intro­ 
duced 
grasses 
for 
this 
area. 
L arge seedings have not been 
made prior to this year, but some 
are now’ in process on areas as j 
large as IOO acres. 
Blue Panic grass has a wide 
range of soil adaptabilities. Soil 
well suited for Sudangrass would 
likewise be well suited to the 
growing of Blue Panic grass. 
Row plantings where occasional 
cultivation can be done is best. 
It is a high protein content grass 
and is taken readily by all kinds 
of livestock. The planting rate is 
about one pound of seed per 
acre, 
planted 
about 
% 
inch 
deep on a well-prepared, clean 
seed bed. 
If you are in doubt about the 
soil, or other conditions suitable 
for grass plantings on your farm , 
the teoshnicians of the Soil Con­ 
servation Service will be glad to 
assist you.
